New Grand River Herd Has Great Possibilities 4 


HIS business of “starting over again” 
is not new in pure bred livestock cir- 
cles, Many good herds of today are at 
the top because their owners realized that 
mistakes had been made and they set out to 
correct them. But when the co-owner of 
what.was one of the nation’s most success- 


’ ful Aberdeen-Angus herds starts over again 


it is a slightly different matter. His is a 
positive, rather than a negative, approach; 
he is building on the knowledge of past 
success, rather than trying to eliminate 
past failure. As a result he is able to chart 
a definite course. Given a break by genes 
and chromosomes he has a decided advan- 
tage. In this category falls Dr. J. J. Hen- 
dren and his Aberdeen-Angus at Grand 
River Stock Farm. 

One of the outstanding breed events of 
recent years was the partnership dissolu- 
tion sale of Hendren Brothers, of Webber- 
ville, Michigan. Held June 15, 1946, it saw 
an average of $2,238.25 realized on 100 lots. 
And while it signaled the retirement of Dr. 
O. S. Hendren from the ranks of Doddie 
breeders, it meant the start of a new herd 
by Dr. Jess Hendren, who had purchased 
his brother’s interest in the Grand River 
Farm. 

For one thing the new Grand River herd 
will not be as large as the one formerly 
maintained. “Not more than fifty bred fe-

males,” he says. Dr. Hendren has always 
had direct supervision of his cattle and the 
smaller number will mean a chance to en- 
joy them and develop them without being 
snowed under with the management details 
of a larger herd. He is also of the opinion 
that a top, small herd has a per head earn- 
ing capacity which should not be overlook- 
ed. Also the smaller herd will mean that 
more of the 400 acres comprising Grand 
River Farm can be devoted more largely to 
soil building crops, rather than to corn and 
grain. 

To intelligently discuss the breeding pro- 
gram around which Dr. Hendren has cen- 
tered his new herd one must first consider 
the herd which was sold two years ago. 
Back in the middle 1930’s Dr. J. J. Hendren 


‘bought the present Grand River Farm as an 


investment. His practice was at Fowlerville, 
a few miles east; Dr. O. S. Hendren was 
practicing at Williamston, the next town 
west of Webberville. Because the farm was 
located midway between their two homes, 
Dr. O. S. Hendren purchased a half interest 
in the new farm. Then came the question of 
what to put on it. 


The two brothers were natives of Lan- 


‘easter, Kentucky. As anyone who reads the 


JOURNAL knows, Lancaster is the location 


of the Dixie Stock Farms herd of the San- 
ders Brothers. The two families had known 
each other for many years. So when it came 
to the problem of what to put on the farm 
the natural choice was Aberdeen-Angus, 
with the Sanders herd supplying ten head 
of foundation females and another good 
Kentucky herd, that of the Quisenberryg of 
Winchester, supplying two more. Later oth- 
er cows were added from top mid-western 
herds. So the Grand River doddie herd was 
launched. This was in 1935.

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The Answer to “What Can be Done?” 


S a commercial breeder I was very 

much interested in Otto Battles’ article 

in the May JOURNAL on “What Can 
Be Done.” To me it seems this problem can 
be solved without too much difficulty for 
in the range country there is always a de- 
mand for GOOD commercial bulls, We com- 
mercial cowmen are interested in bulls that 
are the middle of the road type—not the 
little pee wees or the big roughs. 

We want bulls that are thick and deep, 
short coupled and on short, straight legs. 
We want medium bone, good quarters and 
good heads. We want bulls that will sire 
calves that will develop into 1100 pound 
yearlings when they are finished, or as 
large as we can get them and keep them 
smooth. Some bull raisers seem to think that 


all they need in a bull is a pedigree, however 
sorry the calves he sires. But can a range 
man sell a bunch of pedigreed knot heads to 
a Corn Belt finisher? No! Nor can the Corn 
Belt feeder get by with pedigree with a 
packer buyer. However, I am not ,condemn- 
ing pedigrees. For if you have a good in- 
dividual and a good pedigree you are just 
that much ahead. But don’t think you are 
not running into some of the best judges in 
the land when you deal with a commercial 
cowman, They are not interested in a bull, 
or bulls, that will merely sire a black calf. 
They want bulls that will sire calves that 
are market and show toppers. 


As a breeder of the Blacks in a Hereford 
country in the short grass section of south- 
western Kansas I have run into an inter- 
esting development. I have had several cow- 
men, who are large operators, inquire of me 
where they can find Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
of the kind I have described above. They 
want them for cross breeding purposes. 
They know good Black bulls are idea] to 
cross on Whiteface heifers for first calves. 
Such a cross eliminates a lot of calving 
trouble. After they use this cross once they 
like it so well they want to use Black bulls 
altogether. Here is the making of a good 
Aberdeen-Angus bull market.

A Western Doddie Herd 


By JAMES GOWDY, 
Arch, New Mexico 


N the early 80s the Capitol Freehold Land 
& Investment Co. (the XIT Ranch Ship- 
ped several thousand Aberdeen-Angus 
cows to the Panhandle of Texas. They 
maintained this herd until the ranch was cut 
up and the cattle sold in 1911. At that time 
the cows, 11,000 of them, were sold to Trigg 
and Shelton. The Triggs later took most of 
these cows to Quay and Harding counties, 
New Mexico, near Logan. They have kept 
these cows and their calves, using register- 
ed bulls. About 1945 the cows were taken 
Montana and later, I understand, to Can- 
ada. ; 


In 1941 Bun Lewis, of Endee, New Mex- 
ico, purchased 420 heifer yearlings and heif- 
er calves from the Trigg cows. He kept 
some replacements and has cut out quite a 


few of the cows. 'He now has a herd of 416 
mature cows located on the Rana Ranch 
along the Canadian River in northeastern 
New Mexico. He has kept registered bulls 
with these females at all times. This herd 
has consistently made outstanding records 
in production, weight of calves at weaning 
time, and in the ability of the cows to d0 
well in rough country and in big pastures. 

[ have purchased the heifer calves from 
this herd for the last three years. This year 
I purchased both the steers and the heifers 


and have been present each time when the “gf 


calves were branded, weighed, sold and de- 
livered. I know the following facts from 

my own experience. j 
He has 416 cows and twenty bulls running 
in a pasture of about 22,000 acres. It cet 
tainly is rough. There are several creeks

On May 28, 1947, all of the calves on 
these cows were branded, both steers and 
heifers. On the 20th of October, 1947, we 
branded 104 heifer calves and 106 steer 
calves from these cows, being all of the 
calves then on the ground. Then on May 28, 
1948, we branded 138 heifer calves and 116 
steer calves from these cows—making a to- 
tal of 464 calves from the above 416 cows in 
one calendar year! This does not include the

These calves have always weighed from 
450 to 500 pounds for the calves weaned in 
the fall and from 415 to 440 pounds for 
those weaned in the spring. The steer calv- 
es have always brought from one to three 
cents a pound above the market when sold 
“s. feeders, I have purchased all of the 
eifer calves for several years and have 


Frown quite a few of them into cows. The 
balance I have sold to farmers and ranchers 
In Texas, New Mexico, Arizona and Okla- 
oma and all who have kept them for cows 
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have reported outstanding results from 
their calves. , 

There has always been a theory in this 
country that Aberdeen-Angus do not breed 
well and get good calf crops in big, rough 
pastures. The Hereford men say a 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls gang up and fight, 
instead of breeding the cows, especially 
where there are lots of watering places and 
where it is hard for the bulls to see the 
cows at breeding time. It appears to me 
that the record of the Lewis herd should 
put an end to any and all such talk and that 
it should be of interest to all breeders, re- 
gardless of what breed of cattle they run. 

I have bought and raised a lot of Aber- 
deen-Angus calves in the last few years and 
before that Hereford calves. But I have 
never heard of, much less seen, anything 
that will compare with the record of the 
above Aberdeen-Angus herd, These cows 
weigh 1,000 pounds in pasture shape and do 
not have any extra feed except cake or meal 
in the severe winter months. They do much 
better in this rough country than any other 
breed of cattle has ever done. 

I do not have any pictures of the herd, 
but perhaps I could furnish some later. But 
the pastures are so large and rough that the 
cows cannot be seen to good advantage ex-

In going over the herd bulls brought out, 
some of which will be campaigned this fall, 
“Tex” brought out the point that in modern 
day Aberdeen-Angus sires more and more 
attention is being paid to the bone under 
the bulls than was the case twenty-five years 
or more ago. In addition to shortness of leg 
and substance of bone he brought out the 


LI: spite of heavy rains the day before, 
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fact that more attention must be paid to 
the back legs. “Bulls that are too straight 
in the back legs become a problem in the 
breeding pen. You usually don’t have to 
worry too much about the front legs unless 
the bull is buck kneed. In this case watch 
out,- for it is a weakness which will be 
passed on.” 

“Tex” emphasized the fact as the various 
classes were gone over that breeders must 
guard against structural or bone defects in 
their breeding herds, and especially in the 
bulls, “The perfect bull has yet to be born. 
For this reason every bull used is a com- 
promise to correct weakness in the cows to 
which he is mated. Progress can be made 
this way, but stay away from structural de- 
fects.” 

He emphasized the fact that breeders 


. should not be too abrupt in changing their 


breeding program. “If the cows in the herd 


are on the large order use a medium sized 
bull, rather than a pee wee. You will come 
nearer hitting a happy medium and wil] 
avoid many of the extremes in size 
type you will get with the smaller bulj,” | 
Commenting on the extremely pliable and 
loose hide of one of the bulls in the clags 
he pointed out the advantage of this ten- 
dency in fitting cattle for show or sale, “A 
loose hided animal will not tend to roll, or Him 
get patchy, even if fed straight corn, The 
tight hided ones are hard to feed and keep 
smooth.”

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Do You Expect to Hold a Sale ? 


the experience of conducting a pure 
bred live stock sale and who may be 
contemplating a venture into this phase of 
ure bred livestock distribution, the follow- 


T* ONE who has never gone through 


“ing suggestions may be helpful. 


My first experience in conducting a pub- 
lic sale was in 1914, quite early in my 
career as an Aberdeen-Angus breeder and 
showman. I had, before that time however, 
attended a great many sales and had pur- 
chased some of my best foundation animals 
by this method of buying and selling, a 
method which has met universal favor as a 
means of distributing pure bred live stock 
and expending the influence of the industry 
since the beginning of live stock improve- 
ment. I had, as a result, gained consider- 
able knowledge of the details of conducting 
a pure bred live stock sale. But despite this, 
I am frank to admit that the first job of 
this kind that I undertook involved a great 
deal more than I had anticipated and, al- 
though my first sale was a success, after it 
was over I could see that there were a num- 
ber of things which could have been done 
differently for the good of the sale and I 
have never held a sale since that I have not 
felt the same way, nothwithstanding the 
fact that I can not recall one that has not 
been rated as at least a good sale. 

There are many factors which contribute 
to the success of a sale and the neglect of 
any of the more important of them may 
cause disastrous results. It, therefore, be- 
hooves the breeder holding the sale to give 
urgent attention to every important detail. 

The pre‘iriimary preparations for a sale 
are of the utmost importance for without 
the proper background, or perhaps one 
might say a buildup comparable to the im- 
portance of the offering, the actual sale 
day is likely to prove disappointing. 

Here are what this writer considers some 
of the more important things which should 
be done to insure a successful sale. How- 
ever, it is well to remember that there are 
Some conditions over which the manage- 
ment has no control and which might, de- 
spite a most efficient preparation, seriously 
hurt or possibly completely wreck a sale. 
Among them are weather conditions, strikes 
in important industries, particularly those 
affecting transportation or some other ca- 
lamity, which would have a tendancy to 
frighten people out of a buying mood. Con- 
sidering these aspects over which we have 
no control I think there are few who will 


disagree with my view that holding a pub- . 


lic sale, particularly on the farm, is a 
pretty big gamble to say the least. 

This fact was impressed upon me most 
forcibly at the time of our 50th Anniver- 
sary sale which was held at our Iowa farm 
on May 17th of this year. We had been pre- 
paring for this sale for approximately two 
years. A tremendous amount of thought 
and effort and no little expense had gone 
into it when what seemed to be an endless 
rainy period .set in just two weeks prior to 
sale day. All of our plans and all of our 
arrangements for the sale were based on 
the people who came to’ it, and we expected 
a large attendance, seeing our cattle in the 
small grass lots adjacent to our sale tent. 
We had nowhere near enough room for the 
crowd we expected to see the cattle in our 
barns. Furthermore, it has always been my 
idea: that it is better to have the cattle seen 
under their natural environment, which is 
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out in the open. The persistent rains were 
also causing all of our lots and runways to 
become extremely muddy and we, of course, 
did not want our sale guests to have to 
wade through mud. It will not be difficult 
to visualize how, under these circumstances, 
with no sign of a let up in the rainy period, 
we were extremely concerned, We felt that 
unless the rain stopped before sale day all 
of the work and expense we had put into 
it would be practically valueless. We could 
do something to control the underfoot con- 
dition of our yards and runways and did so 
by having hundreds of loads of crushed 
rock brought in so even though the rain 
had continued we would have had solid 
ground underfoot. 

Providence favered us, however. The 
skies cleared two days before the sale and 


-I can not recall ever having seen a more 


beautiful Iowa May day than the day the 
sale was actually held. As a result, the set- 
ting was perfect for the huge crowd which 
came to our farm that day to do us honor 
and everyone appeared to enter into the 
holiday spirit of the occasion, However, as 
we rejoiced in our good fortune we could 
not refrain from feeling how different it 
would have been had the day been rainy 
and dreary. How happy we all were that 
our worries concerning the weather had 
been for naught. 


My early observations in attending sales, 


and I started going to them when I was a 
mere boy, convinced me that one of the 
most important factors in the success of a 
sale is to have a good attendance. It be- 
came clear to me that a large crowd was 
conducive to enthusiasm. Great throngs mil- 
ling around, looking at the animals, etc., 
is indicative of a lot of interest whereas a 
small uninterested gathering has a bad 
psychological effect on those who are there 
to buy. 

In planning the accommodations for a 
sale to he held on the farm where a tent is 
almost invariably used it is difficult to de- 
cide on the capacity of the seating space 
one is likely to need. It requires experience 
and considerable thought to estimate the 
number of people one is likely to attract. 
In my opinion, it is better for the sale to 
have the tent full to over-flowing than to 
have space that is only partly occupied. A 
small scattered crowd on the seats is ex- 
tremely detrimental to a sale in more ways 
than one. Having observed these conditions 
I decided even before starting to prepare 
for my first sale in 1914 that the most im- 
portant thing of all was to get a great 
number of people on the seats and I have 
kept this in mind in connection with every 
sale we have ever held, I can not recall a 
single one when we have not had our tent 
filled to the limit and often.times a great 
many more people than could gain entrance, 
or ga true of our recent 50th Anniversary 
sale. 

We have always been confident of a large 
attendance and have, therefore, always had 
large tents. In the case of the big Congdon 
& Battles sale in 1938 we had a large circus 
tent that would seat five thousand and 


those who were there will remember how 
it was crowded. And for our recent 50th 
Anniversary sale we also had a tent of un 
usual dimensions and could have filled one 
twice as large. But if one is not sure of a 
large attendance it is better to be conserva. 
tive in the size of the tent because, as it 
has been stated, a sparsely filled tent hag 
an adverse psychological effect on the audic 
ence. 

Admitting the importance of a large at 
tendance naturally the thing to do is to put 
forth every effort to attract people to come 
to your sale. There are a number of wa 
by which this may be accomplished. The 
most important one, of course, is the back 
ground or the reputation of the herd 4 
herd of national or international reputation 
will draw more people than one not so well 
known, But whether the herd is well known 
or more or less obscure a proper publicity 


program is vitally important in attracting 
people to the sale, There are various means | 
of attaining publicity for a sale, the chief 
one being paid advertising in publications 
of influence in your particular field and | 
through newspaper and radio stories. The 
sale catalog and personal letters can be 
made extremely effective in interesting” 
people in the sale offering. se | 
I have always felt that placing an attrac-— 
tive and more or less distinctive catalog ir 
the hands of as many interested people a5 
possible several weeks before the sale i 
about the most effective means of getting” 
people to come. We have, therefore, always: 
stressed, in our preliminary sale adver 
tising, the importance of requesting the sale 
catalog. We have almost invariably con 
fined the mailing of our catalog to people 
who have actually requested it. In this way” 
the catalog is more likely to get into thé 
hands of people who are really interested” 
and the number of catalog requests received 
also gives some indication of the numberof 
people one may expect to come to the sale 
I know that many breeders who hold suc 
cessful sales use mailing lists largely for 
distributing their catalogs. I am convinced, 
however, that confining the mailing of cat 


alogs to those who request it is the most 
effective catalog distribution. 
people to ask for the catalog one must 
create an interest in it through advertising. - 
Our most recent sale proved to us that this 
can be done as we received approximately 
three thousand requests for our catalog 4 
they are still coming. Another interesting 
thing in connection with this was that ev- 
ery one who bought in the sale had pre- 
viously requested a catalog. 

I may be getting a little ahead of my 
story when I stress the importance of 8 
large attendance. One should be reascual 
sure that one has an offering which 
measure up to the expectations of those 
who are influenced to come to the sale 50 
therefore the offering itself becomes 
most important factor. No matter how 
many people may be present if the animals

are disappointing and other conditions af . 
not attractive to those who have traveled 
many miles in some instances to attend 
sale, one could hardly expect a successful 
outcome. Therefore, the appeal for catalog 
requests and for attendance should be tun 
ed to the quality of the offering. It 18 of 
the utmost importance that visitors be fa 
vorably impressed when they reach the sale 
premises.

This writer is a firm believer in the value 
of personal letters in influencing people to 
attend the sale. They give a friendly touch 

t can not be excelled except by personal 
contact and this, too, is of no little value in 
rawing people to one’s sale, Being well 
known and well liked personally by a great 
many people is a distinct advantage in ob- 

ng a large sale attendance. It seems 
rather far fetched but it is a fact that some 
people travel long distances to sales purely 
use of previous personal contacts with 
one holding it. And others do not go 
use they do not personally know t 
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one holding the sale. This fact was brought 
to my attention recently when a friend of 
mine told me that a certain person from 
quite a distance had informed him that he 
was coming to my friend’s sale but that he 
was not going to attend our sale, which was 
held in the same circuit, because he did not 
know Mr. Battles. 

Instances of this kind, of course, are rare 
and also of minor importance in the final 
results of a sale but I cite them to show 
that there are some vagaries which may be 
expected. 

The individuality and the preparation of 
the animals is of vast importance. They 
should be well fitted but not to excess. They 
should be quiet and well mannered and nice 


to handle, It is extremely detrimental to a 
sale to have the animals difficult to man- 
age when they are taken through the ring. 
It is also important that the arrangements 
for passing the animals through the ring 
be well planned and well executed, There 
should be no delay or hitch in the steady 
and orderly flow of animals passing before 
the auctioneer. When the animal sold is 
leaving the exit the one to sell next should 
be entering the ring so that the selling may 
be uninterrupted:

Without divulging .any secrets may we 
quote from a typical letter that came to the 
national office a short time ago. This un- 
prejudiced veteran cattleman had visited 
some Arizona ranches where Aberdeen- 

wus cattle are thriving. Here’s what he 
lad to write: 

“I know that you have had many op- 
‘portunities to study Aberdeen-Angus 
under very hot conditions. It was quite 
warm in Arizona. I thought I noticed. 
two things that were very important in 
relation to your breed. One was that, 
with a very few exceptions of pink eye, 
the eyes of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
were absolutely free of any difficulty 
whatsoever, even under the blazing sun. 

“This was not true of the other 
breeds. Many of the other cattle were 
streaked with moisture from the eyes 
and you could see that the glare of the 
sun was giving them a good deal of 
discomfort, even though the eyes were 
not actually infected in any sense, I 
can’t help but feel that this one feature 
is going to direct a lot of attention to 
Aberdeen-Angus in the Salt River 
Valley and in other areas of Arizona 
as well as all through the West. 

“Furthermore, and I could be wrong 
about: this, it did seem to me that the 

berdeen-Angus cows and their calves 
were in better shape, on the same feed, 
than were the other breeds.” 


These conclusive statements by a neutral 
observer in the live stock industry is proof 
of the success Western cattlemen are ob- 
taining with their Black cattle. 

One factor hindering greater expansion 
of the Blacks today on the range is the ex- 

me shortage of commercial and pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus foundation animals.

On a recent trip through this part of the 
country, it was notable to find the produc- 
ers of both pure bred and commercial Aber- 
deen-Angus sold down to their basic pro- 
ducing animals and their show strings.

One California breeder with a compara- 
tively small registered herd reported that 
twenty-five of his twenty-seven bull sales 
last year were to Hereford herds. He said 
that most of his customers were .securing 
the bulls for their heifers to reduce calving 
losses.

PREDICT FURTHER NARROWING 
OF QUARANTINE ZONE. 


A survey of the areas in Mexico freed of 
foot-and-mouth disease quarantine restric- 
tions, by two recent changes in the northern 
quarantine line across that céuntry, indi- 
cates that the strategic gains aggregate 
more than 7,000 square miles. This figure, 
which exceeds former estimates, is based 
on information received recently by the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture from Dr. M. 
S. Shahan, head of the United States staff 
that is cooperating with Mexican officials in 
the contro] campaign. 


Decisions to move parts of the quarantine 
line southward, Shahan reports, were based 


on the results of inspections of more than. 


50,000 cattle and 25,000 swine, sheep, and 
goats by teams of United States and Mexi- 
can veterinarians. The inspectors made 
sweeps over an area of 50,000 square miles 
in accordance with coordinated plans that 
assigned each supervisor along the northern 
line responsibility for well-defined territory. 

en the inspections revealed no indica- 
tions of the disease in an area the supervi- 
sors recommended moving back the quaran- 
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tine line. Department officials add, how- 
ever, that such action does not represent 
actual progress from eradication standpoint 
but rather discloses that ample precautions 
had been taken, when previously establish- 
ing quarantine lines, to be sure that the en- 
tire spread of infection had been encom- 
passed, 

Still more recently veterinary surveys in- 
dicate good prospects for further reductions 
in the size of the quarantined area. 

Between the northern and southeastern 
quarantine lines and the main infected area 
are so-called protective lines, each approxi- 
mately paralleling its corresponding quar- 
antine line and about 10 to 50 miles from 
it, Each pair of lines forms a buffer zone 
which has proved to be the apparent key to 
success in halting the former spread of the 
disease. Within the buffer zones the joint 
Mexican-United States Commission in 
charge of the campaign has concentrated 
most of its control forces and equipment. 
The personnel and equipment include engin- 
eers, with bulldozers, who have advanced 
veterinary inspection work materially by 
building many miles of jeep-trails through 


areas formerly accessible only to persons 


afoot or on horseback, Inspectors who can 
travel in a motor vehicle can cover mu 
more territory than they can handle other- 
wise. 


The Department announces also that, a 
a means of strengthening the quarantine 
protective lines, the slaughter and burial 
any affected animals near these lines is C0 
tinuing.

Such an achievement would boost the to- 
tal number of cattle and calves to 95 mil- 
lion, permitting annual slaughter of ap- 
proximately 36 million, say the experts. If 
the nation’s grazing resources are fully us- 
ed it is believed the goal could be reached 
in about 10 years. 

Even so, the present downward trend in 
the cattle cycle isn’t expected to end before 
1950 at the earliest. The main reason is 
that “cattlemen are marketing their herds 
more closely because prices are higher than 
ever before,” say the USDA live stock men, 
“and they are uncertain how long these 
prices will continue.” 

The experts urge cattlemen to show “con- 
fidence in the future” by holding back more 
breeding stock and marketing fewer animals 
than the number of calves raised. 

“When that time comes there will be less 

and veal on the market temporarily,” 
according to USDA, “but in the long run it 
will work to the advantage of consumers.” 

High demand for meats will continue, 
says Charles A. Burmeister, the Depart- 
ment’s top live stock adviser, 

Burmeister thinks that the downward 
trend in sheep numbers may be about ended, 
even though numbers at year’s end could 
show a moderate drop, Rebuilding of flocks, 
he says, will be confined mostly to Western 
States and Texas.

Other actions taken by the outgoing con- 
gress: 

Commodity Credit Corporation was given 
a permanent federal charter. CCC is to be 
administered by a five-man full-time board 
named by the President and confirmed by 
the Senate. Not more than three members 
may be selected from government agencies. 

Farm Labor should be some easier to come 
by as a result of action giving the U. S. Em- 
ployment Service authority to recruit and 
transport foreign workers. Congress ap- 
propriated a revolving fund to finance trans- 
portation, with costs to be collected from 
employers of the workers. 

The International Wheat Agreement was 
allowed to die. It was in the Senate, await- 
ing approval as a treaty. Agriculture Sec- 
retary Charles Brannan terms the failure to 
act a “very bad thing for American farm- 
ers.” Leaders of the farm organizations— 
the Grange, the Farm Bureau, and the Farm- 
er’s Union—favored approval of the Agree- 
ment. But they were too little and to late 
in expressing support. Representatives of 
the grain trade outfought them on Capitol 
Hill, and probably prevented adoption of the 
commodity agreement. 

The oleomargarine tax repeal bill was de- 
feated, but dairy leaders look for another 
struggle on this issue next year. Oleo back- 
ers express confidence they can win out in 
the next round. 

European Recovery legislation remains on 
the books, its funds still intact.. The fight 
of the GOP right wing on Capitol Hill to 
cut down appropriations for foreign aid by 
some 25 per cent was defeated by a combin- 
ation of “internationalist” Republicans in 
congress.

The “third round” of inflation is here, 
say government economists. The pace is 
beginning to tell on agriculture, despite the 
record prices for some farm products, par- 
ticularly meats.

_ USDA Sets New Goal at 95 Million by End of 1950 


By JAY RICHTER 


They don’t anticipate a bust. At least, 
nothing like the one which occurred after 
the first World War. 


Cattlemen and scientists hope to put some 
real punch behind a nation-wide plan for a 
campaign against brucellosis, Public Enemy 
No. 1 of the live stock industry. 

‘General strategy already has been ap- 
proved by the U. S. Live Stock Sanitary 
Association, Veterinarians and live stock 
producers from 12 Midwest states, meeting 
in Chicago recently, voted unanimous ap- 
proval of the campaign plan. Among the 
most important recommendations was this 
one: 

That laymen should be allowed to work 
under the direction of veterinarians in order 
to speed up action against the disease. 

In. general, the campaign plan calls for 
uniform state laws, and county-by-county 
eradication of the scourge by vaccination or 
slaughter. Details will be talked over at 
the regular convention of the Live Stock 
Sanitary Association, scheduled for Denver, 
Colorado, in October. ‘ 


The Agriculture Department is getting 
$1,123,874,080.00 to run its far-flung opera- 
tions during the fiscal year ’49 which start- 
ed the first of this month.

SEES NEED FOR GREATER 
CATTLE NUMBERS. 

Population increases in this country, to- 
gether with world needs, will require in- 
creased efficiency in food production in 
years to come, Wesley Hardenbergh, Presi- 
dent of the American Meat. Institutes, 
states. 

“Few people realize it, but we have 
twelve million more mouths to feed in this 
country than we had at the beginning of 
the war, and it is estimated that there will 
be twelve million additional people in this 
country in another ten or fifteen years. 

“This growth in population is doubly im-

portant from the viewpoint of food prodye- 
tion, when it is realized that there haye 
been substantial increases during the last 
decade in the amount and quality of food 
consumed per capita. 

“In some quarters the view hag been 
stressed that the nation should save grain 
for the purpose of feeding hungry people 
overseas through reduced consumption of 
meat in this country. 

“We in the live stock and meat industry 
naturally would not, and do not, believe 
that such advice is sound or that it would 
help in feeding Europe to follow it. It is 
based, we think, to a large extent, on the 
erroneous assumption that large quantities 
of wheat and other food grains are used in 


“This is not the case. The percentage ot 
the wheat crop used for feeding meat ani- 
mals is very small, averaging less than five 
per cent of production; and part of this 
small quantity is damaged or off-condition 
or otherwise unsuitable for human consump. 
tion. Corn, which is used only to a limited | 
extent as food or drink for humans, ig the 
pre-eminent live stock feed. Moreover, it is 
estimated by competent authorities that 
eighty per cent of all beef and fifty per 
cent of all meat produced in this country is 
produced from grass and forage and feed 
other than grain of any kind. 


“In order to have increased production of 
food supplies, it seems clear that there will 
be need to improve productivity of tillable 
land, which calls for increased use of scien- 
tific methods and also for a relatively high 
live stock production, for the reason that 
live stock production is so directly related 
to soil fertility.”

rs unit of today. The land had been 
farmed for two centuries, and not too well.

"Land which has been in locust growth 
wont grow alfalfa,” the Hideaway owner 
says, “but it will grow excellent brome 
‘iass.”

GAY QUAMMEN for the ABERDEEN-ANGUS JOURNAL 
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ed on the Aberdeen-Angus buying list May 
1, 1939, when he bought four head at the 
Maryland Association sale. Later that year 
he bought cattle at the Brown-Maas-Tudor 
sale in Iowa. In all his 1939 purchases to- 
taled twenty-five head. Those who have at- 
tended auctions in recent years have seen 
Mr. Mennen take the tops out of many auc- 
tions. In assembling his herd price alone 
has been no object. If the individual] was 
what he wanted, and the breeding was 
right, the object has been to get the animal. 

Proof of the adage that the good ones 
never cost too much is contained in a sum- 
mary of some of the first year’s top pur- 
chases. From the Maas Brothers herd in 
Iowa came his first Juana Erica—Juara 
Erica 22d. She has been a great producer 
of the right kind. Nine of her female de- 
scendants are in the herd. Another 1939 
purchase that sold near the top was Miss 
Eline of Bethel, a daughter of Eileenmere 
87th. Here, too, has been a cow who has 
been a real foundation. One of his first 
Eriannas was purchased that year in the 
International sale—Erianna B. 5th, by the 
International champion Envious Blackcap 
B. 6th. 

No breeder has been more critical of his 
own cattle than has W. G. Mennen. And in 
spite of the fact that he has been breeding 
cattle for over nine years few Hideaway 
cattle have been sold to the public. He ex- 
plains it this way: In his own company no 
new product is offered to the buying public 
until it has been throughly tested in every 
way for five years. A “five year produc- 
tion test” has been the rule in the Aber- 
deen-Angus herd at Hideaway. Cows were 
given a chance to produce. If the calves 
from one or two bulls were not satisfactory, 
and these heifer calves in turn did not pro- 
duce the kind of Doddies he has in mind the 
whole family has gone to market as beef.

In the case of 
his Juanas a daughter, granddaughter and 
great-granddaughter of the original cow 
will be sold, but six related females stay in 
the herd. 

In the matter of bulls the Hideaway own- 
er has been no less particular, knowing that 
in the matter of “nicking,” a cow should 
have more than one opportunity to prove 
herself. Your reporter does not know ex- 
actly how many bulls are being used, but 
he counted nine. Any one of them of the 
type and substance that would make a sen- 
ior sire in any top herd. With such a line- 
up, and seeing the calves, one can afford to 
be choosy. The fellow that first takes your 
eye as you approach the bull lots is R.L.S. 


| Aberdeen-Angus Live Longest |

Eric 22d, both of whom have left some 
great daughters in the herd. Then of course 
there is Prince Sunbeam 211th, another son 
of the “million dollar sire”, Prince Sunbeam 
29th, and Blackcap Bandolier of Anoka 
12th, another younger bull that is seeing 
service. 

How we have come this far in mention- 
ing bulls, and have failed to mention Prince 
Sunbeam 313th, we don’t know. Probably 
because there are so many good ones that 
picking an absolute stickout is a problem. 
But one of the young fellows on the farm, 
Prince Sunbeam 313th, comes close to being 
in the stickout category. He was purchased 
in the 1948 Sunbeam sale, a first son of 
Prince Sunbeam 144th to sell. Before 
“144th” was sold to Angus Valley Farms 
Sam Fullerton bred some cows and heifers 
to him. Prince Sunbeam 313th was from 
one of these matings and the calves at Sun- 
beam, and later at Angus Valley, have 
proven him a great breeding bull.

The handling of the bulls at Hideaway ig 
worthy of mention. Each bull has a grags 
paddock of about an acre, and an individual 
house. The bull houses are built 20 by 24 
feet to serve two paddocks and each bul] 
has quarters twelve by twelve feet. Each 
structure has storage space for hay and 
feed sufficient for a week or more—a handy 
thing in winters such as the last one ex- 
perienced in New Jersey. The buildings are 
of cinder block construction with aluminum 
roofs to disperse heat. “Good herd bulls are 
too valuable to house in a wooden barn, 
You lose one and you can upset your whole 
breeding program,” says the Hideaway 
owner. 


A tour through the pastures is a memory 
awakener. Here may be found the top in- 
dividuals and top selling females of mo 
of the country’s strong auctions, But there 
is one thing about a good one—they stil] 
look good in good pasture condition, Espe- 
cially so when they are trailed by a deep, 
broadbeamed offspring. Cattle production 
at Hideaway is on the practical side and 
there is little pampering. These girls are 
still in the-herd because they have been the 
producers of the right kind, not because of 
their pedigrees, family names or original 
cost. 


The early problems and adversities of 
limited feed production, lack of proper 
housing, help, and herd health are all 
things of the past. But to “Bill” Mennen 
they have been interesting years, even 
though trying ones. Today the Hideaway 
herd is a big one, and a good one. Its owner 
could sit back and take things easier. But 
knowing him over a period of years we 
don’t imagine he will. He is not that kind. 
He will be satisfied with nothing except 
near perfection. That is the attitude which 
has made the breed great, and which will 
make it even greater in the future. 


Airplane Spraying of Sagebrush proving Effective 


The possibility of reclaiming millions of 
acres of western sagebrush land for cattle 
and sheep grazing through aerial spraying 
with 2 4-D has been demonstrated in Colo- 
rado this year. Grazing specialists see the 
possibility of western ranges carrying up 
to thirty per cent more stock in the next 
ter to fifteen years if the aerial bombard- 
ment program is widely adopted. 

Economically there seems to be little rea- 
son why it won’t be. Use of a plane and 
spray costs between $2.00 and $2.50 per 
acre. This compares with $5.00 to $7.00 per 
acre under the old system of plowing and 
railing. In addition new growth of grass is 
speeded up considerably under the spray- 
ing system. It has an added advantage in 
that the old, dead growth helps hold snow 
and moisture for the grass, and helps to 
prevent erosion on slopes. 

Under the auspices of the Colorado Ex- 
tension Service, twelve aerial spraying dem- 
onstrations were made in that state during 
May and June. The demonstrations were 
conducted by men who have worked with 
Dr. Dave Savage, director of the Southern 
Great Plains Field Station at Woodward, 
Oklahoma, where experimental work in the 


eradication of sagebrush has been carried 
on successfully the past two seasons. 

“We have every indication that the heavy 
purple and black sage can be killed by 
aerial spraying of 2, 4-D as well as the 
sand sage,” Russell Ford, Colorado exten- 
sion forest specialist, said, “as the 
spray tests we have made on the larger 
sagebrush show the spray to be as effet- 
tive as on the sand sage.”

ESSAR TO CONCENTRATE ON 
DODDIES, CROSS BREDS 


In the June issue of the JOURNAL was 
mention of a prominent Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder who dispersed his dairy herd in 
order to increase Doddie numbers. Recent- 
ly Essar Ranch, of San Antonio, ‘Texas, dis- 
persed its pure bred Hereford holdings to 
concentrate on the production of more Aber- 
deen-Angus and Aberdeen-Angus and Brah- 
ma cross breds. 

Owner Tom Slick, of Essar, states that 
“a complete dispersion sale of the ranch’s 
Herefords was decided upon so that we could 
concentrate more effort upon the Founda- 
tion of Applied Research’s agricultural and 
research projects. These include new agri- 
cultural and pasture practices and the cross 
breeding of Aberdeen-Angus and Brahma to 
produce a type adapted for sub-Tropical 
areas. 

“Since Essar serves as an agricultural and 
live stock laboratory for the Foundation, we 
found that we simply did not have the time 
to properly conduct a number of different 
breeding programs. We shall continue and 
extend our Aberdeen-Angus and cross b 
programs and devote more time to other 
projects now in progress and under the di- 
rection of the Foundation.”

Howard Rich, business manager of the 
ranch, and Travis Richardson. Arthur Me-

The experimental work with Aberdeen- 
Angus and Brahma cattle was started at 
Essar in 1941 and is now in the third gen- 
eration state, The Doddie foundation stock

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Birdsfoot Tref Oil Valuable Pasture Addition 


A newer legume, birdsfoot trefoil, is mov- 
into the middle west as a valuable 
asset in pasture renovation. Recently at 
the lowa State college pasture improvement 
farm at Albia, Iowa, field day visitors had 
a first hand chance to view the newer 
jegume under practical. conditions. And it 
looks like a comer for areas excent those 
with severe winter weather. 

At the southern Iowa pasture farm birds- 
foot trefoil is'running a very close second 
to alfalfa, if not actually equaling it in 

s-legume mixtures. It is a good yielder. 
Cattle really go for it. 

At one of the stops visitors saw its use 
in pasture conversion. Bluegrass was plow- 
ed late in the fall of 1945 and seeded in the 
spring of 1946. Two areas were seeded to 
alfalfa-brome, two with birdsfoot trefoil 
and two with birdsfoot trefoil-Kentucky 
bluegrass. 


y Another stop showed the value of birds- 


foot trefoil in renovating permament blue- 

s pastures. Bluegrass sod was plowed 
late last fall and seeded this spring—two 
areas with a mixture of four pounds of 
birdsfoot trefoil, four pounds of red clover, 
two pounds of alsike and eight pounds of 
brome, and two areas to birdsfoot trefoil, 
red clover and alsike without brome, de- 
pending on the torn-up bluegrass sod to 
volunteer. 

Unimproved pastures showed up with 
low yields and weediness. Renovated pas- 
tures were free from weeds and yielding 
more than double the unimproved pastures. 

Farmers were impressed with the fact 
that there is increase in pasture yield even 
the first year. However, the largest in- 
crease comes in following years. 

Shallow late fall plowing showed up to be 
the most feasible method of breaking up a 
permanent grass sod and for starting the 
seedbed preparation in improving pastures. 
The advantages of shallow plowing either in 
fall or spring over discing or using a deep 
tiller are higher production and a better 
control of weeds. 

One of the outstanding things shown in 
the past two years of the continuous experi- 
ments at the Albia farm is the effect of in- 
cluding a legume with grass for pasture. 
A comparison was made of the different 
varieties of brome seeded alone and when 
seeded with alfalfa. Including a legume 
more than doubles total puoduction and 
raises the protein content of the feed 
enormously. Ladino, alfalfa and birdsfoot 
trefoil were compared when each was seed- 
ed with brome, orchard grass, timothy or 
Kentucky bluegrass. 

In 1946, the greatest beef production was 
from alfalfa-brome which yielded 310 
pounds of beef per acre. Second highest 
beef yielder was birdsfoot trefoil and blue- 
grass with 294 pounds of beef per acre. 
The birdsfoot trefoil-bluegrass mixture was 
seeded on land that had not received lime 
or phosphate, giving it a disadvantage. 

At another stop, farmers saw ladino 
clover and orchard grass used for pasture. 
Land received lime and phosphate and had 
been in alfalfa-brome in the past. It was 
Plowed late in the fall of 1946 and seeded 
to oats, orchard grass and ladino clover in 
= Spring of 1947. The oats were pastured

Most farm leaders don’t think so. Dewey, 
they believe, would name a Midwesterner as 
Agriculture Secretary. The man with the 
inside track at present appears:to be Rep. 
Clifford Hope, of Kansas, chairman of the 
House Agriculture Committee. Hope pledg- 
ed his support for the New Yorker’s nomin- 
ation early in the convention maneuvering 
at Philadelphia. 

There would be at least one telling argu- 
ment for keeping Hope at his present job as 
head of the powerful Agriculture Commit- 
tee in congress. If he were to leave and 
join the cabinet, his likely heir to the com- 
mittee would be Rep. August Andresen, of 
Minnesota. Andresen is considered a right- 
wing Republican, not in sympathy with the 
“internationalists” leadership in the GOP. 
He is not overly popular with some influen- 
tial farm organization leaders. 

Changes are sure to come in the Senate 
Agriculture Committee next year if the 
GOP wins the election. Aged Sen. Arthur 
Capper, of Kansas, the present chairman, 
has announced that he won’t run again. 
That would bring to the job Sen. George 
Aiken, of Vermont. 

Aiken is able and progressive, and could 
be expected to give equal consideration to 
farm problems, in whatever part of the 
country they originate. 


The voices of some Eastern farm leaders 
are almost sure to become stronger if Dey. 
ey is elected. The GOP nominee gets many 
of his ideas on agriculture from the staff of 
Cornell University in Ithaca, N. Y. A lo 
time associate of the New York governor is 
H. E. Babcock, chairman of Cornell’s trys. 
tees. Babcock is an expert on dairy-poultry 
the mainstays of Northeast farming, and 
also a strong advocate of more beef pro- 
duction. 

Another man close to Dewey is H, H, 
Rathbun, president of the National Coun- 
cil of Farmer Cooperatives, and also a New 


Yorker.

One “Philadelphia Story” involved a bit- 
ter behind-the-scenes battle between rep. 
resentatives of the farm organizations and 
those of the so-called National Tax Equal- 
ity Association. 

When the smoke had cleared, the NTEA 
was in rout. 

Its representatives, more than a hundred 
strong, wanted to slip an anti-cooperative 
provision in the farm plank of the GOP 
platform. It would have called for the tax- 
ing of co-op patronage refunds, not only as 
income in the hands of a co-op member, but 
also while held by the cooperative itself, 

The NTEA was blocked in this attempt 
by leaders of the farm organizations whose 
views were given considerable weight by 
members of the GOP farm committee at the 
convention. But the NTEA wasn’t through, 
Next target was the GOP finance commit- 
tee, where the NTEA made another attempt 
to get an anti-cooperative provision into 
the GOP platform. 

Members of the Republican finance com- 
mittee were on the spot. That is, until the 
farm organization men heard of the new 
maneuver. The farm leaders then rushed

hook, and to block the NTEA for the sec- 
ond time. : 

But the “tax equality” experts went to 
still another GOP platform subcommittee, 
where they were frustrated once again, And 
this time, after the third strike, the NTEA 
was ruled “out”! 

As the GOP platform finally emerged, it 
endorsed “the principle of bona fide farmer- 
owned and farmer-operated cooperatives.” 
Co-op leaders further point out that Dewey 
has said flatly: “The saving a farmer makes 
by being a member of a co-op should not be 


Despite these victories at Philadelphia, 
farm co-op leaders are going to watch GOP 
performance carefully if the party gains 
the White House. In the small business 
plank of the new platform “correction of 
tax abuses” is listed as one of the obliga- 
tions to small business, 

“Whether this conceals an anti-co-op 
barb,” comments one cooperative leader, “is 
one of the still unanswered questions on 
ithe precise meaning of the platform.” 

Meanwhile, complete bi-partisan approval 
of farmer co-ops in the ’48 campaign is 
predicted by John H. Davis, Executive Sec- 
retary of the National Council of Farmer 
Cooperatives. Davis points out that Presi- 
dent Truman recently told congress, “we 
must support and protect cooperatives.” 

Davis comments: 

“Those groups which have been attempt- 
ing to frighten the Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties into abandoning their tradi- 
tional support of farmer cooperatives will 
fail completely.” 


Farm leaders had a big say in framing 
the GOP platform farm plank, but it isn’t 
as specific as they would prefer. 

When the farm representatives conferred 
with Republican farm subcommittee mem- 
bers at Philadelphia prior to convention 
balloting, they were told: 

“You boys seem to have a pretty good 
idea of what this is all about, Why don’t 
you go into the back room and write out 
an agricultural plank for us?” 

The farm leaders, including President 
Allen Kline of the Farm Bureau and Mas- 
ter Albert Goss of the Grange, were only 
too glad to oblige. They drew up what they 
considered a good farm plank and brought 
it back to the subcommittee. 

“This is fine,” they were told, “but it’s 
too long. We’ll cut it down for you.” 

_This was done, and the farm plank, as 
finally announced to the public, was born. 
It included about everything the farm lead- 
ers wanted, but was made more general 
than they would prefer.

An 
unusually attractive class was made up of 
four heifers from the Stoerger herd, sired 
by Hanes’ Eileenmere 4th. “I haven’t seen 
this bull,” said, “Tex”, “but from the style 
he is putting in their heads, their straight 
lines, thickness and uniformity you can tel] 
he is a breeding bull.” 

Time was taken out for lunch, which was 
provided by well filled baskets and from 
stands operated by farm groups. No one 
went away hungry. 

After lunch the speaking program was 
opened by Adlai Rust, banker and breeder 
of Bloomington, who introduced first “Mr, 
Central Illinois” himself, Senator Simon E, 
Lantz, of Congerville. In his opening re- 
marks Mr. Rust mentioned that the Central 
Illinois Association was now ten years old, 
had 188 members with over 6,000 pure bred 
cattle, and in the Association auctions, now 
averaging five a year, had sold over $2,000,- 
000.00 worth of cattle. “Back of the suc- 
cess of the Association has been the pio- 
neering efforts and the managerial ability 
of Simon Lantz.” 

Senator Lantz spoke of the need of more 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle, and better cattle,

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on the cash grain farms of the state. He 
stated that no land is so valuable that it 
cannot support twenty cows to a quarter 
section on the legumes used in the rotation 
and the straw and corn stalks produced. 
Senator Lantz stated that the corn belt 
wastes more roughage every year than the 
cattle of the range states consume, and 
that more Aberdeen-Angus should be raised 
to conusume this feed and to provide the 
farm with a hedge against the gamble of 
buying feeder steers. ; 

The Senator condemned straight grain 
farming as a system which “in many sea- 
sons, has removed nutrients from the soil 
which did not bring their worth as ferti- 
lier.” It is also wasteful of manpower, 
hard on the soil and a system which does 
not encourage youth to stay on the farm, 
he pointed out. As a cure for “farm to ele- 
vator” farming he recommended the Blacks, 
which are “tailor made for the Corn Belt.” 
He also stated that at present production 
costs “none but a very wealthy man can af- 
ford to have inferior cattle around.” 

iy Prof. Sleeter Bull, chief of the meats sec- 
tion at the University of Illinois, gave a 
meat cut demonstration using a University 
Doddie and marking off the cuts in chalk. 
One point brought out was that at present 
prices so-called “cheap” cuts, the amount of 
red meat considered, are not much below 
the choice loin and rib cuts. 

Prof. R. R. Snapp of the University fol- 
lowed with a discussion of purebred breed- 
ing, and emphasized the point that there 
really is no way of telling what a good 
animal is worth. He told of Nels Kraschel’s 
statement that if a man quits bidding on a 
bull at $500.00 “he either doesn’t know the 
value of cattle, or made a mistake in mak- 
ing his first bid.” The Illinois man, in dis- 
cussing “fashionable” families brought out 
the point that a top breeder, through show 
ring winnings, can make almost any fam- 
ily fashionable. “Many of the sought after 
families of today were considered rather 
common twenty years ago.” 

Prof. Snapp’s most significant statement 
was that “thousands of dollars have been 
lost by not buying good enough cattle for 
every hundred lost by the man who paid 
too much.” For the most part the good ones 
are the most profitable property, he said. 

Also appearing on the Central Illinois 
program were Arnold B. Benson, state di- 
rector of agriculture; Dr. C. E. Fidler, in 
charge of disease eradication work in the 
state; and Dean H. P. Rusk, of the College 
of Agriculture, University of Illinois. 

Dean Rusk told of the 15,000 acre Aller- 

e ton estate, of which the Glasgow farm is a 
, Part. It has been given to the state of Illi- 
nois, Part of it has been made into a 4-H 
club camp in memory of the club members 
who lost their lives in World War II. After 
€ program visitors had a chance to see 
e formal gardens and landscaping of the 
Allerton property, which heretofore has 
been closed to the public.

To 
prove her producing ability it should be 
mentioned that she is the dam of the Mich- 
igan State College bull which recently sold 
to Brays Island Plantation in South Car- 
olina at a good price. The son in question 
is Blackbird Grenadier G. R. 2d, -by Black 
Bardolier.

“It 
would be the only fair way to treat those 
who have been interested in him.” Just a 
year old April 7th he has surpassed his 
early promise. Representing a Bardolier-

The present cow herd at Grand River was 
not picked on families, as such, but on the 
basis of good daughters of top bulls. Not 
that Dr. Hendren does not believe in the 
value of good females in herd building.

Even though not picked on a family 
basis the herd contains top individuals of

deen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 

The Aberdeen-Angus and the farm, plus 
a more recently acquired trotting horse 
which he plans to drive in a few races this 
year, are the main interests of this quiet, 
friendly country doctor.

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__ Selecting a Herd Bull at Sunbeam 


Our herd Bulls don’t live on and on forever—they are like all other Bulls, they pass 
on, and a replacement is necessary. However, we try to have that replacement Bull 
ready and proven before the “Old Bull” can no longer be of service. For we can not 
afford to be without the services of a proven herd sire.

In selecting a herd bull, we study our cow herd very closely, and we check the calves 
even more closely, looking for faults and noting what different qualities in a herd bull 
might serve to correct these faults—and we all have faults that need to be corrected. 
After deciding what we need in the way of a corrective we look for that bull as an in- @ 
dividual—but we are not ready to use him. We then look into his background, study | 
his pedigree, study his sire, his sire’s sire and dam and their respective sires and dams, 
We cheek the immediate dam, closely, too, and her sire and dam and their sires and dams, & 
respectively. If then the prospective herd sire meets the standards set, we check his’ @ 
faults, for we cannot afford to use a bull whose faults are such as to over shadow that @ 
which we try to correct. | 


Next, after the bull meets approval, individually and from a study of his ancestors 3 
we agree to TRY him on a few cows. Note, we state TRY, for we want to be sure he @ 
BREEDS TRUE before we use him too heavily. We never have been a ONE-BULL- 
HERD—we are always TRYING several young bulls, searching for better sires all of t| 
the time. Fortunately, most of the bulls we have TRIED have proven to be reliable @ 
breeders in that they have served to IMPROVE our general type and to INTENSIFY @& 
the good qualities without adding poor ones. We would like to know of an easier way, 
a more sure and a quicker method, byt, we haven’t learned that as yet. And until its] 
a proven fact that*there is a more gure and quicker method of selecting herd bulls, we'll @ 
keep on selecting our bulls carefully and TRYING them until we know from their calves” 
that they are suitable SUNBEAM herd sires. Because of this we are now using as our # 
junior herd sires two outstanding sons of “29th”, PRINCE SUNBEAM 305th and 
PRINCE SUNBEAM 333d. ri
